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Helicopter 
search for

A POLICE helicopter and armed 
officers swooped in Haverhill to 
search for suspects after a rogue 
trading incident on Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Officers were called to a property 
in Chalkstone Way at 1.30pm after 
reports of three men going into the 
back garden of house owned by an 
elderly resident. 

Police attended the scene and 
spoke to the resident, a man in his 
80s. 

They learned that the three men 
had told the resident that they 
could do some repairs to his prop¬ 
erty, before leaving abruptly. 

A search was carried out, involv¬ 
ing a police helicopter and fire¬ 
arms officers. 

A local woman said: “My son was 
quite frightened when he got home 
as he had seen all the police and he 
said they had guns.” 

A 29-year-old man from Witham 
was arrested in connection with 
the incident.

The man was taken to Bury St 
Edmunds Police Investigation 
Centre for questioning, and has 
now been released on bail until 
Wednesday, June 17, pending fur¬ 
ther inquiries.

■ Always ask for identification 
from any unexpected callers and 
do not to let anyone in if you are 
not comfortable with who they are 
and verify their identity with the 
company they work for 

■ If you wish to leave your back 
door open because of the summer 
temperatures keep the door in 
view - do not open the back door 
and then go into the garden 

■ Ensure that your front door is 
kept locked when you are in the 

house 

■ If anyone calls claiming 
to be from the utility 
companies such as 
water, gas, electricity or 
the council do not let 
them in. Unless they 
can quote to you on the 
doorstep your personal 
account number which is 
found on your bills. If you 
are at all suspicious then phone 
the police immediately.

Residents escape 
devastating fire at 
£1.4 million home 


Get on your bike with brand

A GARAGE at a at a £1.4 million home in West 
Wratting was destroyed by fire. 

Fire crews believe a nearby fire pit was to 
blame for the blaze at the property in Mill 
Road, which broke out just before 3pm on 
Saturday. 

The fire service was alerted after a resident 
noticed signs of fire while mowing the lawn, 
called the emergency services, and made sure 
the house was safely evacuated. 

Crews from Linton, Cambridge, two crews 
from Haverhill, two crews from Newmarket 
and a crew from Clare, Suffolk, all attended, 
making about 35 firefighters in total at the 
scene at the height of the incident. 

Eight firefighters wearing breathing appara¬ 
tus used hose reels, jets and hydrants to extin¬ 
guish the blaze at the property, which is listed 
for sale online with an asking price of £1.375 
million. 

They also used a variety of different ladders 
to gain access to the roof and crews had to cut 
away the roof of the timber and brick garage 
to stop the flames from spreading. 

The fire was extinguished by 5.30pm, and 
the incident was then scaled down. 

However, crews remained on the property 
until after 8pm to continue cutting away, 
damping down, and checking for hotspots.

A two-storey building measuring 30m by 
20m and its roof were heavily involved in the 
fire, and the adjoining house was also dam¬ 
aged. Nobody was injured in the blaze. 

Station commander Wayne Swales said the 
fire was accidental. 

He said: “A fire pit was located too close to 
the garage and spread, resulting in the fire 
starting. 

“As with any form of controlled burn, we 
would urge residents to locate it well away 
from property, fencing or foliage to avoid situ¬ 
ations like this happening.” 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service said: “Firefighters wearing 
breathing apparatus tackled the fire using 
hose reels and jets, and cut through the roof to 
make fire breaks and prevent it spreading 
further. 

“Part of the attached house was also dam¬ 
aged in the fire but luckily no one was injured. 
The last crew left at around 8.15pm.” 

A resident at the damaged property, who did 
not wish to be named, said: “We are intensely 
grateful to the fire service.”

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Question time 
for candidates 


THE people of Haverhill 
turned out to St Mary’s 
Church in Market Square on 
Friday night to quiz their par¬ 
liamentary candidates. 

The hustings event was 
chaired by the Rev Canon 
Graham Owen, assistant 
priest at the church, and five 
MP hopefuls were there to 
answer questions and try to 
win over the voters. 

The first to speak was 
Liberal Democrat Elfreda 
Tealby-Watson. 

She said: “Unless you’ve got 
adequate education, housing 
and healthcare, you cannot 
function as a member of soci¬ 
ety. I believe we have a good 
costed plan to deliver these 
things.” 

She said that she knows 
West Suffolk well as her father 
is from Newmarket. 

Conservative Matthew 
Hancock, who has been MP 
for West Suffolk for the last 
five years, said that unem¬ 
ployment in Haverhill is 
down by 50 per cent, and the 
number of apprenticeships 
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available in the town has 
doubled. 

He also highlighted the 
building of the Churchill Free 
School, saying: “I would defy 
anybody to say that the free 
school programme has not 
helped the children who go 
there.” 

Mr Hancock was fol¬ 
lowed by the youngest 
of the West Suffolk 
candidates, 24-year- 
old Niall Pettitt, 
who is standing for 
the Green Party. 

Mr Pettitt, who 
grew up in 
Mildenhall, out¬ 
lined Green policies 
he thought would help 
local people, including 
reducing energy bills by 
improving home insulation, 
better public transport, and 
£12 billion invested in the 
NHS. 

The fourth candidate to 
speak was UKIP’s Julian 


Flood, currently a Suffolk 
county councillor for 
Haverhill Cangle. 

He said as county councillor 
he had worked with fellow 
UKIP councillor Tony Brown 
to try to have land released 
for building homes and to 
push for greater expenses 
transparency, but they had 
been voted down by other 
parties. 

The final candidate to 
speak before questions 
was Labour’s Michael 
Jefferys, currently a 
Forest Heath dis¬ 
trict councillor. 

He said the thing 
he wanted to tackle 
was inequality, 
which he said was 
“approaching Victor¬ 
ian levels”. 

He outlined policies he 
supported, which included 
putting more resources into 
the NHS, stopping the exploi¬ 
tation of migrant workers, 
taking on the energy compa¬ 
nies and addressing the hous¬ 
ing crisis. 



NHS, the EU and education... 


Here are the candidates’ reponses to 
three of the questions posed ... 


■ Haverhill’s medical 
practices are struggling to 
recruit staff. What will you do 
about this? 

MJ In the long term this means 
finding more nurses and 
doctors. I think that the 
problems arose because of the 
marketisation of the NHS. 
ET-W There’s only one short¬ 
term solution, which is to allow 
professional workers into our 
country. 

MH Training up professionals 
takes years, and is a long term 
plan. In the short-term we 
could extend opening hours to 
weekends and evenings. 

NP The emphasis needs to be 
on better facilities in our 
pharmacies, better community 
health services and more focus 
on preventative care. 

JF The problem in Haverhill is 
that people get ill earlier, but 
they’re not funding for it. 

■ Why can’t we come out of 
the EU tomorrow? 

ET-W I am a passionate 
supporter of the EU, but we 
need to revisit some of its 


policies. 

MH I have voted four times to 
have a referendum. Anyone 
who wants to represent 
Haverhill needs to say: “Am I 
listening to my constituents if I 
deny them a vote?” 

NP You have not been given a 
vote on whether you want to be 
part of the EU. We want a 
referendum, but the EU has 
brought benefits. 

JF Since 1997, nine million 
people have come into the 
country, two million since 
2011. We can’t go on like this. 
MJ Since the EU was set up we 
have had understanding and 
agreement. To leave would 
leave us in great difficulty. 

■ What are your policies on 
education? 

MH It should be our goal that 
everybody leaving school or 
college goes to university or an 
apprenticeship. We took a 


controversial decision on fees 
so that those who go to 
university and get a good job 
payback the cost. 

NP Burdening young people 
with debt is a disguise for the 
lack of opportunity available. 
The Green Party will make 
sure that students are funded 
through their first degree. 

MJ I would like to see a 
graduate tax taking a penny off 
the income of every person 
who graduates to fund 
university, but that needs to be 
looked into. 

JF We make it too important to 
get a degree. The sort of degree 
you get matters more. I’d like to 
see fewer degrees and more 
apprenticeships. 

ET-W The real necessity is 
early-years provision. There’s a 
discrepancy with how children 
read and write when they leave 
primary school.

Help us put diabetes

DIABETES is one of the biggest 
health threats facing the UK. A 
staggering 3.8 million people are 
living with diabetes, and the 
increasing number of people 
being diagnosed with the 
condition is posing a real threat to 
the sustainability of our health 
service both locally and 
nationally. 

Although there are some excellent 
examples of good diabetes care 
both here in Suffolk and across 
the country, there are still too 
many people with diabetes who 
are not getting the care or support 
they need to manage their 
condition well. 

Poor care is fuelling soaring rates 
of life-threatening diabetes- 
related complications such as 


blindness, amputations and 
strokes. These complications are 
not only personally devastating 
for those involved but are also 
extremely costly to the health 
service. Diabetes accounts for 10 
per cent of the entire NHS budget, 
costing £10 billion a year, and 80 
per cent of this is spent on 
managing potentially avoidable 
complications. 

With the General Election 
campaign under way, we want to 
let our political leaders know that 
diabetes is a problem we simply 
can’t afford to ignore. This is why 
we are appealing to people in 
Suffolk to add their voice to our 
campaign calling on politicians to 
put diabetes on the political 


agenda, both in run-up to the 
election and throughout the next 
Parliament. We are asking people 
to help raise awareness of the 
seriousness of diabetes with any of 
their local candidates they come 
into contact with.

A COUNCILLOR has raised concerns about 
voters’ “democratic rights” being affected 
by limited access to a polling station. 

Cllr Ernie Goody says that the redevelop¬ 
ment of Strasbourg Square by St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council means 
access to the Chalkstone Community Centre 
is limited. 

He raised the issue at a meeting of Haverhill 
Town Council’s planning committee on 
Tuesday night. 

Cllr Goody said at the meeting: “The con¬ 
tractors have stopped up both footpaths... it 
has made it impossible to gain access to the 
shops and the community centre. 

“I am concerned because in two weeks’ 
time that centre will be a polling station, and 
that affects our democratic right. 

“If you are in a wheelchair, access is very 
difficult into there.” 

He says that the main access to the square 
is by going across the grass at the back of the 
community centre, which is not suitable for a 
buggy or wheelchair when it rains. 

Cllr Goody’s wife is permanently in a wheel¬ 
chair, and has applied for a postal vote so 
that she does not face the difficulties of get¬ 
ting to a polling station. 

Cllr Goody said after the meeting: “She 
can’t be the only one who’s in a wheelchair 
and it must be really hard to get out there. 

“I am really concerned about democracy. 
It’s hard enough to get people to vote as it is. I 
know I’m biased because I’m standing, but it 
affects all the candidates.” 

A spokesman for St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council said: “The path on the north-east 
corner is closed as this leads directly onto the 
site, where works are being carried out. 

“The path on the north-west corner is 
closed as this is being trafficked by contrac¬ 
tor machinery, and the shortcut (over grass 
and sloped paving) that this fencing had ini¬ 
tially created has been blocked off to negate 
the risk to pedestrians. 

“There will be access to the community 
centre from the south of the square, with 
disabled access from the path leading from 
Ingham Road and from the community cen¬ 
tre car park.”

Assistant Chief Constable Kearton has been 
policing for more than 20 years, in West 
Yorkshire before joining Northumbria Police in 
2007. 

She has worked as head of Northumbria’s 
specialist uniform policing services, as area 
policing commander in two separate districts 
and as head of Northumbria’s Human 
Resources Department. 

She joins the Suffolk force from her most 
recent role on secondment with the Foreign 
and Commonwealth Office in Turkey.

Woman in hospital with 
facial cut after car accident 

A WOMAN in her 70s was taken to 
hospital after a car accident in Hundon 
on Monday. 

The ambulance service was called to 
the scene, in Stradishall Road in 
Hundon, shortly after 1pm, after a car 
went off the road and into a dry ditch. 

The woman was trapped inside the 
car and four fire crews from Clare, 
Haverhill, Wickhambrook and Long 
Melford attended to release her. 

She was released by 2pm and all fire 
crews had left the scene by 2.26pm. 

She was treated by the ambulance 
service for a small cut to her face, and 
taken by ambulance to West Suffolk 
Hospital for further treatment.

Charlotte, an actress who has 
appeared in Emmerdale and Doctors, 
and was the stunt double for Emma 
Watson as Hermione Granger in the 
Harry Potter films, is fundraising for 
the Cystic Fibrosis Trust. She has

been inspired by her brother, who 
died from cystic fibrosis aged 19. 
The condition causes sufferers’ 
internal organs to become clogged 
in thick, sticky mucus. 

She said: “For the brave and inspi¬ 
rational person my younger brother 
was and for all the other people who 
live with cystic fibrosis, I’m putting 
in 26 miles of hard work, but it 
doesn’t compare to what they go 
through on a daily basis just to stay 
alive.” 

Vicky, a student midwife who lives 
on the Strawberry Fields estate, is 


fundraising for Lupus UK, a charity 
that supports people suffering from 
lupus. Vicky’s mum Julie has suf¬ 
fered from the disease, which affects 
the immune system, since Vicky 
was a child. 

She said: “Nobody knows about 
lupus, so I’m just doing it to raise 
awareness and raise a bit of money.” 

Siobhan, a full-time mum who 
lives in Green Road, is fundraising 
for the British Heart Foundation 
after heart problems affected both 
her dad and her friend’s baby daugh¬ 
ter. 

Siobhan’s dad Geoff Rootes suf¬ 
fered a heart attack in 2008, and was 
saved thanks to clot-busting drugs 


and a stent he had fitted. 

Dotti Allard, the baby daughter of 
a friend of Siobhan’s, was born in 
April 2013 with a hole in her heart, 
and had to have a six-hour operation 
to close it last year. 

All three of them are running the 
marathon for the first time.

Her most 
famous of which, 
"Embarrassed", has more than 
one million hits and garners 
quite a reaction if she doesn't 
perform it - a group of mid¬ 
wives in Leeds cornered her 
and demanded she read it in 
the lobby after a gig.

Mancunian rockers I Am 
Kloot are back with a new 
live album, Hold Back The 
Night, and a new tour, 
coming to Cambridge 
Junction. 

ELLA WALKER caught up 
with frontman and wheezy 
joker John Bramwell (Johnny 
Dangerously when he's 
touring solo) to discuss how 
he's 'wangled' making music 
his life 


W E’VE [John, bassist Peter 

Jobson and drummer Andy 
Hargreaves] done six 
albums over the last 14 years, so 
that’s about 140 odd songs. Every 
tour there’s a lot we never get to play 
because obviously, we’re playing the 
new stuff. This tour, like the live 
album, is our favourite songs which 
we’ve not been able to play, because 
unless we do Bruce Springsteen 
three-hour shows, we wouldn’t be 
able to play all this old stuff and new 
stuff. We’re playing some songs from 
every album we’ve made. 

I started playing, when I was 5 or 6, 
my sister’s guitar. She’d been having 
lessons and I think the lessons were 
a bit rigid and not really very 
inspiring so she lost interest and I 
just started miming along to stuff on 
the radio. My next door neighbour’s 
older brother was learning guitar 
and they gave me his book with 
simple chords and songs in it, so I 
just started doing that. I started 
making up songs when I was 12 or 13 
and it was just the idea of well, I 


wonder if I could wangle it so I could 
just do this? There’s a lot of work 
that actually goes into wangling that 
ideal situation. So the actual playing 
and writing and recording and 
performing is a real pleasure. 

I’d have been a racing driver 
obviously. Fireman, train driver, 
astronaut, haha. I think probably, if 
the guitar hadn’t existed or there 
were no pianos around, I would have 
gravitated towards painting. I was 
always very science orientated at 
school if anything, but I like to read 
a lot, I like poetry, but as an actual 
job, I think I might have ended up 
doing something in the sciences. 

I have had jobs, I’ve done van 
delivery driving... a good job for a 
musician because you’d get all your 
deliveries done and work extra 
hours, which meant you could get all 
Friday off, so you could still go and 


gig and rehearse. Also, you spend a 
lot of time on your own as you’re 
driving. I used to actually do a lot of 
writing, I’d have a recorder on the 
seat. I used to drive along singing 
and making stuff up. 

Our first play on the John Peel 
show that we got years back was a 
major highlight; as was our first 
time at Glastonbury, we’ve done 
Glastonbury four or five times now 
on different stages; when we had our 
first LP out, I’d been writing songs at 
the point for over 15 years and so 
just the idea that people in the world 
were going to get to hear my stuff 
and thinking a lot of people are 
listening to this right now. 

I think From Your Favourite Sky I 
like playing live most, when I do my 
solo gigs and when I do it with the 
band. I think one way or another, it’s 
my best song. I don’t know how it 


happened really, I was just walking 
around in Manchester one day and 
started humming. 

Like a lot of songs that are my 
personal favourites, I didn’t sit down 
with a guitar and write it, I just 
found myself singing it and then I 
had to go home and work out what it 
was. 

I got the new Hookworms album. 
That’s really great, they’re from 
Leeds and they’re kind of like the 
Sonic Attack record by Hawkwind. I 
think if you just heard the LP you 
might find it a bit full on, but that’s 
what I like about it. And I still listen 
to a lot of old stuff as well. 

People always say you’re not 
massive or anything, but to my mind 
I am. If I look out at 500-600 people 
at a gig... It doesn’t feel small to me. I 
always think you should come and 
stand where I’m stood sometimes.
